And  the  members- 
elect  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  having  assembled 
in  the  Representatives'  Chamber,  were  called  to  order  at 
eleven  o'clock  a.m.  by  the  Hon.  John  I.  Baker  of  Beverly, 
the  senior  member-elect  present. 

By  request  of  the  presiding  ofl&cer,  prayer  was  offered 
by  the  Rev.  Daniel  W.  Waldron  of  Boston.

The  order  adopted  by  the  House  Feb.  2,  instructing  the 
committee  on  Agriculture  to  consider  the  expediency  of 
increasing  the  salary  of  the  clerk  of  the  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Agriculture,  came  down  concurred,  with  an 
amendment  striking  out  the  word  ^^  Agriculture,'*  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  ^^  Expenditures,'*  in  which  amend- 
ment the  House  concurred. 

A  petition  of  the  trustees  of  Taunton  lunatic-hospital, 
asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $8,000  for  building  an  addi- 
tion to  the  hospital,  was  referred  in  concurrence  to  the 
committee  on  Public  Charitable  Institutions.

The  Bill  relating  to  the  jurisdiction  of  municipal,  dis- 
trict, and  police  courts,  in  cases  of  assault  and  battery,  was 
read  a  third  time,  and  passed  to  be  engrossed  in  concur- 
rence. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Education,  inexpedient 
to  legislate,  on  an  order  relative  to  providing  a  more 
efficient  svstem  of  supervision  for  the  public  schools, 
was  considered.  Mr.  Uigginson  of  Cambridge  moved  to 
amend  by  substituting  a  "Bill  to  provide  a  system  of 
common-school  supervision  for  certain  of  the  less  populous 
and  wealthy  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,"  which,  after 
debate,  was  lost.  The  same  gentleman  then  moved  to 
amend  bv  substituting  a  similar  bill  with  the  title,  "  Bill 
to  provide  additional  supervision  for  common  schools," 
but  which  provided  that  the  money  to  be  expended  for 
carrying  out  its  provisions  should  be  annually  appropriated 
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from  the  State  treasury,  instead  of  being  taken  from 
the  annual  income  of  the  Massaohusetts  school  fund,  as 
QuMtionof  provided  in  the  first  proposed  substitute.  Mr.  Bowermau 
of  Pittsfield  raised  tiie  point  of  order  thi^t  this  bill  was 
substantially  the  same  as  the  bill  just  rejected  by  the 
House,  and  was  therefore  not  in  order  under  Rule  47. 
The  Chair  ruled  that  the  point  was  not  well  taken,  the  bill 
haying  been  sufficiently  changed  in  substance  as  to  be  a 
new  proposition  within  the  rule.  Mr.  Bowerman  respect- 
fully appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  and  his 
appeal  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Tufts  of  Boston.  On  the 
question  whether  the  decision  of  the  Chair  should  stand 
as  the  judgment  of  the  House,  a  rising  vote  was  taken, 
and  the  House  sustained  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  by  a  vote 
of  157  to  4. 

The  House  then  refused  to  substitute  the  bill  for  the 
report,  and  the  report  was  accepted,  and  sent  up  for  con- 
currence.

Subsequently,  Mr.  White  of  Taunton  offered  the  follow- 
ing resolution  :  — 

WHEREAS  the  business  of  this  House  is  obstructed  by 
the  unnecessary  absence  of  members,  therefore 

Jteaolved^  That  a  fine  equal  to  one  day's  pay  of  a  mem- 
ber be  imposed  on  such  members  as  were  absent  or  not 
voting  at  the  roll-call  just  taken,  and  not  excused  by  the 
committee  on  Leave  of  Absence. 

Mr.  Hoar  of  Concord  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by 
adding,  after  the  word  "taken,"  the  words  "or  at  the  roll- 
call  taken  last  night."  Mr.  Hartwell  of  Southbridge 
moved  to  amend  by  adding  thereto  the  words,  "  or  any 
previous  roll-call,"  which  motions  were  lost. 

Mr.  Andrew  of  Boston  moved  to  substitute  for  the  reso- 
lution an  order  that  the  names  of  those  absent  or  not  vot- 
ing be  printed  in  the  calendar  for  to-morrow.  This  motion 
was  lost,  and  the  resolution  was  rejected.

Fellow- Representatives^  —  Your  kind  resolution,  and  the 
many  pleasant  words  which  have  emphasized  it,  overwhelm 
me  with  a  sense  of  grateful  obligation.  I  am  glad  to 
regard  it  no  idle  formality  prompted  by  mere  custom.  And 
for  this  beautiful  floral  tribute  —  fresh  as  the  morning  dew, 
bright  as  the  noon-day  sun,  beautiful  as  tiie  harmony  of 
this  House,  sweet  as  the  friendship  that  shall  ever  linger 
between  us  —  I  express  to  you  the  deepest  and  most  grate- 
ful emotion  of  my  heart.  Your  courtesy  and  co-operation 
during  the  session   have   been   constant  and  unvarying. 
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Whatever  of  success  has  attended  my  administration  of 
this  honorable  and  delicate  station,  I  owe  to  these.  In  all  I 
have  stiiven  to  be  impartial  and  fair.  If  I  have  ever  seemed 
otherwise,  I  trust  I  have  been  acquitted  of  such  intent,  as 
you  recalled  the  diflBculty  of  applying  our  rules  upon  the 
instant,  and  the  inability  of  the  Chair  to  respond  at  once  to 
the  eager  wish  of  every  member.  An  apparent  injustice  to 
one  is  often  justice  due  to  another  and  to  the  whole.  I 
make  no  higher  claim  than  that  of  doing  my  best,  imperfect 
as  it  is ;  of  an  ambition  to  be  dutiful  more  than  technical, 
and  to  facilitate  the  proper  work  of  the  session.  In  this 
you  have  cordially  seconded  my  endeavor. 

Let  me  congratulate  you  on  the  completion  of  our 
genera]  business.  It  has  been  neither  simple  nor  light. 
Much  has  been  accomplished ;  time  will  demonstrate  how 
wisely.  More  has  been  permitted  to  perish,  —  a  thing 
rarely  to  be  regretted.  There  is  wisdom  in  a  thin  "  Blue 
Book."  Your  fidelity  to  duty,  patience  under  the  infliction 
of  debate,  independence  of  personal  leadership,  self-reliant 
judgment,  exemption  from  results  of  outside  dictation  ;  your 
despatch  that  was  not  haste,  and  deliberation  that  was  not 
halting  uncertainty,  —  deserve  the  highest  commendation. 
One  subject  of  paramount  importance  —  the  consideration 
of  the  Revision  of  the  Statutes  —  has,  it  seems  to  me,  been 
wisely  postponed  to  a  more  fitting  occasion,  beyond  the 
reach  of  political  agitation  and  the  distraction  of  general 
legislation.  I  am  confident  time  and  reflection  will  vindi- 
cate that  action.  In  charge  of  a  large  and  competent 
committee,  it  will  not  fail  to  merit  and  receive  your  ready 
acceptance.  I  have  no  sympathy  with  the  flippant  com- 
mentary of  carping  critics  who  belittle  the  character,  and 
deride  the  capacity,  of  those  to  whom  the  people  confide 
their  highest  concenis.  A  somewhat  lengthened  experi- 
ence only  serves  to  confirm  my  respect  for  a  Massachusetts 
House  of  Representatives  —  second  to  no  deliberative  as- 
sembly in  the  world. 

To  my  oflBcial  associates  I  renew  my  grateful  acknowl- 
edgments. I  should  do  violence  to  every  feeling  did  I  fail 
to  thank  our  estimable  and  eCBcient  clerk.  With  a  daily 
observation  of  his  rare  diligence,  accuracy,  and  ability, 
and  the  vast  labor  incident  to  his  position,  I  can  appreciate 
his  invaluable  service.  His  able  and  accomplished  assistant 
should  share  in  this  praise.  To  our  reverend  chaplain, 
whose  high  qualities  befit  his  exalted  duty,  we  are  deeply 
indebted.  Mor  can  I  omit  our  agreeable  and  faithful  ser- 
geant-at-arms  and  his  courteous  assistants.  To  each  and 
all  I  return  grateful  thanks  and  kind  wishes. 
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And  now  the  hour  of  parting  is  at  hand.  For  a  time  we 
return  to  our  usual  avocations,  and  bid  adieu  to  legislative 
chambers.  We  go  not  away  with  our  original  circle  un- 
broken. Death  has  thrice  visited  us,  and  taken  esteemed 
associates ;  but,  while  we  sorrow  in  their  loss,  we  are  glad 
to  feel  their  places  have  been  filled  so  ably.  May  we  re- 
assemble, with  strength  renewed  and  zea'l  unabated,  to 
complete  the  work  now  left  undone,  in  a  manner  worthy 
the  law-makers  of  a  Christian  Commonwealth,  and  so  merit 
the  commendation  of  our  constituents.

Papers  from  the  Senate. 

The  House  Bill  relating  to  the  taxation  of  deposits  in  savin^-baok 
savings  banks  came  down  again  from  the  Senate,  passed  to  ^®^ 
be    engrossed  in  concurrence,  with   amendments.      The 
House  concurred  in  the  amendment  at  "A,"  and  in  the 
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amendment  at  "  B  "  with  an  amendment  moved  by  Mr. 
Wells  of  Cambrid<?e,  so  changing  said  amendment  that  the 
Act  should  tfike  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1881,  instead 
of  the  first  day  of  January,  1882,  as  provided  by  the  Senate ; 
and  the  bill  was  returned  to  the  Senate  indorsed  accord- 
ingly. 

Subsequently  the  bill  again  came  down  from  the  Senate 
with  the  indorsement  thereon  that  the  Senate  non-con- 
curred in  the  House  amendment,  Messrs.  Hastings,  Bennett, 
and  Fessenden  being  appointed  a  committee  of  conference 
on  its  part.  The  House  concurred  in  the  appointment  of 
a  committee,  and  Messrs.  Wells  of  Cambridge,  Sawin  of 
Templeton,  and  Brown  of  Marblehead  were  joined  on  the 
part  of  the  House. 

The  report  of  this  committee,  that  they  were  unable  to 
agree,  afterwards  came  down  from  the  Senate,  accepted  by 
that  branch,  and  was  accepted  in  concurrence. 

Mr.  Morse  of  Newton  then  moved  that  the  House  recede 
from  its  amendment.  Mr.  Wells  of  Cambridge  moved  that 
the  House  adhere.  The  question  being  taken  on  the  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Morse,  it  prevailed,  and  the  bill  was  returned 
to  the  Senate  indorsed  accordingly. 

corapenBation  Noticc  was  rcccived  from  the  Senate  that  the  House 
of^  doorkeepers,  Resolvc  (ou  Icavo)  in  favor  of  the  doorkeepers,  assistant 
doorkeepers,  postmaster,  messengers,  and  pages  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  had  been  referred 
by  that  branch  to  the  next  General  Court,  under  the  10th 
joint  Rule.

before  them,  and  to  request  him,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Council,  to  prorogue  them  to  the  Tuesday  next 
preceding  the  first  Wednesday  of  January  next. 

Messrs.  Crocker,  Martin,  and  Ames  having  been  ap- 
pointed by  the  Senate,  Messrs.  Dunham  of  Stockbridge, 
Wells  of  Cambridge,  Milliken  of  New  Bedford,  Plunkett  of 
Worcester,  Tufts  of  Boston,  McFarlin  of  Carver,  Paddack 
of  Nantucket,  and  French  of  Lynn,  were  appointed  on  the 
part  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Dunham  afterwards  reported  that  the  committee 
had  waited  upon  his  Excellency,  and  informed  him  of  the 
action  of  the  two  branches,  who,  in  behalf  of  himself  and 
the  Executive  Council,  desired  the  committee  to  convey  to 
the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature  their  congratulations 
upon  the  satisfactory  conclusion  of  its  labors,  and  their  per- 
sonal regard  to  its  members,  with  the  wish  that  they  may 
have  a  happy  return  to  their  homes ;  that  the  Governor 
and  Council  looked  forward  to  meeting  them  again  at  the 
brief  extra  session  in  November  next,  their  request  for  call- 
ing which  had  been  transmitted  to  his  Excellency  by  the 
clerk  of  the  Senate.

The  Speaker. 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hoar  to  which  the 
House  stands  adjourned,  call  the  members  to  order,  and,  on  the 
appearance  of  a  quorum,  proceed  to  business. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order ;  may  speak  to  points 
of  order  in  preference  to  other  members ;  and  shall  decide  all 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 

[With  regard  to  appeals,  see  Rules  81  and  92.] 
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3.  He  shall  declare  all  votes,  sabject  to  verificatiOD  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

[See  Bules  63  to  67.] 

4.  In  all  cases  he  may  vote. 

5.  He  shall  rise  to  pat  a  question,  or  to  address  the  House, 
but  may  read  sitting. 

6.  He  shall  each  day  examine  the  journal  of  the  House. 

7.  He  may  name  a  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
chair  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  days  at  one  time. 

8.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Speaker,  or  in  case 
the  Speaker  or  the  member  named  by  him  in  accordance  with 
the  preceding  rule  is  absent  at  the  hour  to  which  the  House 
stands  adjourned,  the  senior  monitor  present  shall  call  the 
House  to  order,  and  shall  preside  until  a  Speaker  pro  tempore 
or  a  Speaker  is  elected  by  ballot,  which  shall  be  the  first  business 
in  order. 

Monitors. 

9.  Two  monitors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  for  each 
division  of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  to  the  due 
observance  of  the  Rules  and  Oi^ders,  and,  on  request  of  the 
Speaker,  to  return  the  number  of  votes  and  members  in  their 
respective  divisions. 

10.  If  a  member  transgress  any  of  the  Rules  and  Orders 
after  being  notified  thereof  by  a  monitor,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  monitor  to  report  the  case  to  the  House.

Clerk. 

11.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  the  journal  of  the  House.  He 
shall  enter  therein  a  record  of  each  day's  proceedings,  and 
submit  it  to  the  Speaker  before  the  hour  fixed  for  the  next 
sitting. 

12.  Every  question  of  order  shall  be  noted  in  the  journal, 
and,  with  the  decision,  shall  be  entered  at  large  in  an  appendix, 
which  shall  also  contain  the  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  House,  and 
of  the  two  branches. 

13.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  each 
day  a  calendar  of  matters  in  order  for  consideration,  followed 
by  a  brief  minute  of  the  preliminary  proceedings  of  the  pre- 
vious day ;  a  list  of  matters  lying  on  the  table ;  and  such  other 
memoranda  as  the  House  or  the  Speaker  may  direct. 
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14.  Any  objection  to  the  calendar  shall  be  made  and  dis- 
posed of  before  the  House  votes  to  proceed  to  %e  consideration 
of  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

15.  The  Clerk  shall  retain  bills  and  other  papers,  in  refer- 
ence to  which  any  member  has  a  right  to  move  a  reconsideration 
(except  petitions,  enacted  bills,  orders  of  inquiry,  and  orders 
of  notice) ,  until  the  right  of  reconsideration  has  expired :  pro- 
videdy  that  the  operation  of  this  rule  shall  ba  suspended  ducing 
the  last  week  of  the  session.

16.  No  member  shall  stand  up,  to  the  inconvenience  of 
others,  while  a  member  is  speaking ;  or  pass  unnecessarily  be* 
tween  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  the  member  speaking ;  or 
stand  in  the  passages,  or  in  the  area  in  front  of  the  chair. 

17.  No  member  shall  be  absent  more  than  two  days  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

18.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  House  without 
leave,  unless  there  be  a  quorum  without  his  presence. 

19.  Papers  in  possession  of  a  member  obtaining  leave  of 
absence,  or  at  the  end  of  the  session,  shall  be  left  by  him  with 
the  Clerk. 

20.  If  a  member  is  guilty  of  a  breach  of  any  of  the  Rules 
and  Orders,  he  may  be  required  by  the  House,  on  motion,  to 
make  satisfaction  therefor ;  and,  until  he  has  done  so,  he  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  vote  or  speak,  except  by  way  of  excuse.

COMMnTEES. 

21.  At  the  beginning  of  the  political  year,  standing  com- 
mittees shall  be  appointed  as  follows :  — 

a  committee  on  the  Judiciary ; 

a  committee  on  Probate  and  Chancery ; 

a  committee  on  Finance ; 
(to  consist  of  nine  members  each)  • 

a  committee  on  Elections ; 

a  committee  on  County  Estimates  ; 

a  committee  on  Rules  and  Qrders ; 
(to  consist  of  seven  members  each) . 

a  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading ; 

a  committee  on  Engross^eid  Bjills ; 
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a  committee  on  Pay-Roll ; 
a  committee  on  Leave  of  Absence ; 
(to  consist  of  three  members  each) . 
[Amended  Jan.  7, 1881.] 

22.  Unless  other  provision  is  made  in  any  case,  all  commit- 
tees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  and  the  member  first 
named  shall  be  chairman. 

23.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  committee  by  ballot,  the 
member  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  chairman. 

24.  No  member  shall  be  required  to  be  on  more  than  two 
committees  at  the  same  time,  nor  chairman  of  more  than  one. 

25.  No  member  shall  serve  on  any  committee  in  any  ques- 
tion where  his  private  right  is  immediately  concerned,  distinct 
fh>m  the  public  interest. 

26.  The  committee  on  Finance  shall  report,  in  appropria- 
tion bills,  only  such  items  of  expenditure  as  are  authorized  by 
law,  or  such  as  the  committee  has  been  directed  by  the  House 
to  insert. 

27.  The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  shall  ex- 
amine and  correct  the  bills  which  are  referred  to  it,  for  the 
purpose  of  avoiding  repetitions  and  unconstitutional  provisions, 
insuring  accuracy  in  the  text  and  references,  and  consistency 
with  the  language  of  existing  statutes:  provided^  that  any 
change  in  the  sense  or  legal  effect,  or  any  material  change  in 
construction,  shall  be  reported  to  the  House  as  an  amendment.

28.  The  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  Shall  carefully  ex- 
amine and  compare  engrossed  bills,  and  report  them  rightly 
and  truly  engrossed,  when  found  to  be  so,  without  delay. 

29.  When  the  object  of  an  application,  whether  by  petition, 
order,  or  bill  introduced  on  leave,  can  be  secured  without  a 
special  act  under  existing  laws,  or  without  detriment  to  the 
public  interests,  by  a  general  law,  the  committee  to  which  the 
matter  is  referred  shall  report  such  general  law,  or  leave  to 
withdraw,  inexpedient  to  legislate,  or  ought  not  to  pass,  as  the 
case  may  be.

30.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of  individuals,  or 
of  private  or  municipal  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects 
generally  the  people  of  the  whole  Commonwealth,  shall  be 
reported  by  a  committee,  unless  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the

satisfaction  of  the  committee  that  notice  has  been  given,  by 
public  advertisement  or  otherwise,  to  all  parties  interested, 
without  expense  to  the  Commonwealth ;  or  unless  evidence  sat- 
isfactory to  the  committee  is  produced  that  the  parties  inter- 
ested have  in  writing  waived  notice. 

[Adopted  Jan.  26, 1881.] 

81.  On  or  before  the  first  Wednesday  in  March,  committees 
shall  make  final  report  upon  matters  referred  to  them  prior  to 
that  day,  unless  further  time  is  granted,  for  cause. 

Committee  of  the  Whole. 

32.  When  the  House  determines  to  go  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole,  the  chairman  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

33.  The  Rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a  commit- 
tee of  the  whole,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except  the 
rules  limiting  debate.  A  motion  to  rise,  report  progress,  and 
ask  leave  to  sit  again,  shall  be  always  first  in  order,  and  be 
decided  without  debate. 

Regulajr  Course  op  Proceedings. 

Petitions^  etc.,  and  Reports  of  Committees. 

34.  Petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  and  papers  of  a 
like  nature,  and  reports  of  committees,  shall  be  presented  be- 
fore the  House  proceeds  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of 
the  Day,  and  the  Speaker  shall  call  on  the  several  divisions  for 
such  papers. 

35.  The  member  presenting  a  petition,  memorial,  or  re- 
monstrance, shall  indorse  his  name  thereon,  with  a  brief  state- 
ment of  the  nature  and  object  of  the  paper ;  and  the  reading 
thereof  shall  be  dispensed  with,  unless  specially  ordered. 

Papers  from  the  Senate. 

36.  Papers  from  the  Senate  shall  be  laid  before  the  House 
by  the  Speaker,  and  received  for  action  conformably  to  such 
of  these  Rules  and  Orders  as  are  applicable  thereto,  before 
the  House  proceeds  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of  the 
Day. 

Papers  addressed  to  the  House^  not  Petitions. 

37.  Papers  addressed  to  the  House,  or  the  General  Court, 
other  than  petitions,  memorials,  and  remonstrances,  or  those 
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received  from  the  Senate,  may  be  presented  by  the  Speaker,  or 
by  a  member  in  his  place,  and  shall  be  read,  unless  it  is 
specially  ordered  that  the  reading  be  dispensed  with. 

Orders  of  Inquiry. 

38.  All  motions  contemplating  legislation,  when  not  founded 
upon  petition,  or  upon  bill  proposed  to  be  introduced  on  leave, 
shall  be  made  in  the  form  of  an  order  of  inquiry,  which  shall 
indicate  the  nature  of  the  legislation  proposed ;  and  if  refer- 
ence is  made  to  any  particular  law,  for  amendment  or  other- 
wise, the  order  shall  specify  the  chapter  and  section,  as  well  as 
the  subject  to  which  it  relates. 

Postponement  to  the  Next  Day  on  Bequest  of  a  Member. 

89.  The  consideration  of  any  order  proposed  for  adoption, 
or  of  any  request  for  leave  to  introduce  a  bill,  shall  be  i)ost- 
poned  without  question  to  the  day  after  that  on  which  the  order 
is  proposed  or  request  made,  if  any  member  asks  such  post- 
ponement. 

Bills  and  Besolves.     [See  Rule  93.] 

40.  Bills  shall  be  fairly  written  in  a  legible  hand,  without 
material  erasure  or  interlineation,  on  not  less  than  one  sheet 
of  paper,  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces  between  the  several 
sections ;  dates  and  numbers  being  written  in  words  at  length. 
Bills  amending  existing  laws  shall  not  provide  for  striking  words 
from,  or  inserting  words  in,  such  laws,  unless  such  course  is 
best  calculated  to  show  clearly  the  subject  and  nature  of  the 
amendment.  No  repealed  law,  and  no  part  of  any  repealed 
law,  shall  be  re-enacted  by  reference  merely.

41.  If  opposition  is  made  to  a  bill  before  it  is  ordered  to  a 
second  reading,  the  question  shall  be,  ^'  ShaU  this  bill  be  re- 
jected f"  If  no  opposition  is  made,  or  if  the  question  to  reject 
is  negatived,  the  bill  shall  go  to  its  second  reading  without  a 
question. 

42.  Bills  involving  an  expenditure  of  public  money,  shall, 
after  their  first  reading,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Finance,  for  report  on  their  relation  to  the  finances  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

48.     Bills  from  the  Senate,  after  their  first  reading,  shall  be 
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referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House,  unless  they  were  reported 
to  the  Senate  by  a  joint  committee. 

44.  Amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate,  and  sent  back 
to  the  House  for  concurrence,  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee 
which  reported  the  measure  proposed  to  be  amended,  unless 
such  committee  is  composed  of  members  of  both  branches.  In 
which  case  such  amendments  shall  be  placed  in  the  Orders  of 
the  Day  for  the  next  day.

45.  No  bill  shall  be  proposed  or  introduced  unless  received 
from  the  Senate,  reported  by  a  committee,  or  moved  as  an 
amendment  to  the  report  of  a  committee :  provided^  that  the 
House  may  grant  special  leave  to  a  member  to  introduce  a 
bill ;  but  when  leave  is  asked  for  the  introduction  of  a  bill,  it 
shall  be  read  for  information  before  the  question  is  put  on  grant- 
ing leave ;  and,  if  leave  is  granted,  it  shall  be  committed,  before 
it  is  ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

46.  No  bill  affecting  directly  the  legal  rights  of  individuals 
or  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects  generally  the  inter- 
ests of  the  whole  people  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  the  cities 
or  towns  to  which  it  specifically  applies,  shall  be  proposed  or 
introduced,  by  amendment  or  otherwise,  except  by  report  of  a 
committee,  upon  petition  duly  presented  and  referred.  Objec- 
tion to  the  violation  of  this  rule  may  be  taken  at  any  stage 
prior  to  the  third  reading  of  the  bill.

47.  When  a  bill,  order,  petition,  memorial,  or  remonstrance 
has  been  finally  rejected,  no  measure  substantially  the  same 
shall  be  introduced  by  any  committee  or  member  during  the 
same  session.

48.  Bills  in  their  third  reading  shall  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  for  examination,  correc- 
tion, and  report.

49.  No  bill  shall  pass  to  be  engrossed  without  having  been 
read  on  three  several  days. 

50.  Engrossed  bills  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Engrossed  Bills  for  examination,  comparison,  and  report.

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51.  No  engrossed  bill  shall  be  amended. 

52.  Engrossed  bills,  reported  by  the  committee  on  En- 
grossed Bills  to  be  rightly  and  truly  engrossed,  shall  be  pat 
upon  their  passage  to  be  enacted ;  and  engrossed  resolves,  when 
so  reported,  shall  be  put  upon  their  passage  without  further 
reading,  unless  specially  ordered. 

53.  No  engrossed  bill  shall  be  sent  to  the  Senate  without 
notice  thereof  being  given  by  the  Speaker. 

Orders  of  tJie  Day. 

54.  Bills  from  the  Senate,  after  their  first  reading,  when  not 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House,  and  bills  reported  to  the 
House  by  committees,  to  which  no  objection  is  made,  or  when 
the  question  of  rejection  is  negatived,  shall  be  placed  in  the 
orders  for  second  reading  on  the  next  day. 

55.  Reports  of  committees  not  by  bill  or  resolve  shall  be 
placeil  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day  after  that  on  which  they 
are  received  from  the  Senate,  or  made  to  the  House,  as  the 
case  may  be :  provided^  that  the  report  of  a  committee  asking 
to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  a  subject, 
and  recommending  that  it  be  referred  to  another  committee, 
shall  be  immediately  considered.

56.  Bills  ordered  to  a  third  reading  shall  be  placed  in  the 
orders  of  the  next  day  for  such  reading. 

57.  After  entering  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of 
the  Day,  the  House  shall  proceed  with  them  in  regular  course, 
as  follows :  Matters  not  giving  rise  to  a  motion  or  debate  shall 
first  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  in  the 
calendar ;  after  which  the  matters  that  were  passed  over  shall 
be  considered  in  like  order  and  disposed  of. 

58.  When  the  House  does  not  finish  the  consideration  of 
the  Orders  of  the  Day,  those  which  had  not  been  acted  upon 
shall  be  the  orders  for  the  next  and  each  succeeding  day  until 
disposed  of,  and  shall  be  entered  in  the  calendar,  without  change 
in  their  order,  to  precede  matters  added  under  Rules  54,  55, 
and  56.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was 
engaged  at  the  time  of  adjournment  shall  have  the  preference 
in  the  orders  of  the  next  day,  after  motions  to  reconsider.

[For  postponement  of  order,  etc.,  to  the  next  day,  on  request  of  a  mem- 
ber, see  Bule  39.] 

59,  No  matter  which  has  been  duly  placed  in  the  Orders  of 
the  Day  shall  be  discharged  therefrom,  or  considered  out  of 
the  regular  course. 

60.  If,  under  the  operation  of  the  previous  question,  or 
otherwise,  an  amendment  is  made  at  the  second  or  third  read- 
ing of  a  bill,  substantially  changing  the  greater  part  of  such 
bill,  the  question  shall  not  be  put  forthwith  on  ordering  the 
bill  to  a  third  reading  or  to  be  engrossed  (as  the  case  ma}'  be), 
but  the  bill,  as  amended,  shall  be  placed  in  the  orders  of  the 
next  day  after  that  on  which  the  amendment  is  made,  and 
shall  then  be  open  to  fbrther  amendment  before  such  question 
is  put.  In  like  manner,  when,  under  the  operation  of  the  pre- 
vious question  or  otherwise,  an  amendment  is  made  in  any 
proposition  of  such  a  nature  as  to  change  its  character,  as  from 
a  bill  to  an  order,  or  the  like,  the  proposition  as  amended  shall 
be  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day  after  that  on  which  the 
amendment  was  made. 

Voting. 

61.  No  member  shall  vote  in  any  question  where  his  private 
right  is  immediately  concerned,  distinct  from  the  public  in- 
terest. 

62.  Every  member  not  prevented  by  interest,  who  is  present 
in  the  House  when  the  question  is  put,  shall  give  his  vote, 
unless  the  House,  for  special  reasons,  excuse  him.  Members 
desiring  to  be  so  excused  shall  make  application  to  that  effect 
before  the  division  of  the  House  or  the  taking  of  the  yeas  and 
nays  is  begun.  Such  application  may  be  accompanied  by  a 
brief  statement  of  reasons  by  the  member  making  it,  but  shall 
be  decided  without  debate.

65.  When  a  return  by  divisions  is  ordered,  the  members  for 
or  against  the  question,  when  called  on  by  the  Speaker,,  shall 
rise  in  their  places,  and  stand  until  they  are  counted. 

66.  The  sense  of  the  House  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays  whenever  required  by  thirty  of  the  members  present. 
When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  House  shall 
be  called  in  alphabetical  order,  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed 
to  vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  before  the  vote  is  declared. 
If,  before  such  time,  a  member  states  tO;  the  House  tbatf  h,e  has 
paired  with  another  member,  and  how  each  would  vote  upon 
the  pending  question,  the  fact  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal 
immediately  after  the  record  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  such 
member  shall  be  excused  from  voting.

67.  The  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.  If  the  yeas  and  nays  have  been  ordered  before  the 
question  is  put,  the  proceedings  under  Rules  63,  64,  aAd  65 
shall  be  omitted ;  if  not,  they  may  be  called  for  in  lieu  of  a 
return  by  divisions  when  the  Speaker's  announcement  is  doubted 
by  a  member  rising  in  his  place,  and,  if  then  ordered,  the  pro- 
ceedings under  Rules  64  and  65  shall  be  omitted. 

Eeconaideration. 

68.  When  a  vote  has  passed  (except  as  provided  in  the  next 
rule) ,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  move  the  recon- 
sideration thereof  on  the  same  or  the  succeeding  day,  and  such 
motion,  if  made  on  the  same  day,  shall  (except  in  the  last 
week  of  the  session)  be  placed  first  in  the  orders  of  the  next 
day  after  that  on  which  it  is  made ;  but,  if  first  pptQved  on  sucli 
succeeding  day,  it  shall  be  forthwith  considered :  provided^  how^ 
ever^  that  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  upon  any  incidental  or 
subsidiary  question  shall  not  remove  the  main  subject  under 
consideration  from  before  the  House,  but  shall  be  considered  at 
the  time  when  it  is  made. 

69.  When  a  motion  for  reconsideration  is  decided,  that  de- 
cision shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no  question  shall  be  twice 
reconsidered;  nor  shall  any  vote  be  recensidered  upon. either 
of  the  following  nioiions ;  ■«• 
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to  adjourn ; 

to  lay  on  the  table  ; 

to  take  from  the  table ;  or 

for  the  previous  question. 

70.  Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited  to 

thirty  minutes,  and   no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  five 

minutes. 

[For  mle  requiring  the  Clerk  to  retain  papers,  except,  etc.,  until  the 
right  of  reconsideration  has  expixed,  see  Bule  15.] 

Rules  of  Debate. 

71.  Every  member,  when  about  to  speak,  shall  rise,  and 
respectfully  address  the  Speaker;  shall  confine  himself  to  the 
question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality;  and  shall  sit 
down  when  he  has  finished.  No  member  shall  speak  out  of  his 
place  without  leave  of  the  Speaker. 

72.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the 
Speaker  shall  name  the  member  entitled  to  the  fioor,  preferring 
one  who  rises  in  his  place  to  one  who  does  not. 

73.  No  member  shall  interrupt  another  while  speaking,  ex- 
cept by  rising  to  call  to  order. 

74.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  to  the  preven- 
tion of  those  who  have  not  spoken  and  desire  to  speak  on  the 
same  question,  nor  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  with- 
out leave  of  the  House. 

Motions. 

75.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker 
so  directs. 

76.  A  motion  need  not  be  seconded,  and  may  be  withdrawn 
by  the  mover  if  no  objection  is  made. 

77.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  first  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate ;  and  on  the  motions  to  lay  on 
the  table,  to  take  from  the  table,  to  commit  or  recommit,  not 
exceeding  ten  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  debate;  and  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  three  minutes.

Previous  Question. 

79.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  the  following  form : 
^^  ShaU  the  main  question  be  now  putf"  —  and  all  debate  upon 
the  main  question  shall  be  suspended  until  the  previous  question 
is  decided. 

80.  On  the  previous  question,  not  exceeding  ten  minutes 
shall  be  allowed  for  debate,  and  that  only  to  give  reasons  why 
the  main  question  should  not  be  put;  and  no  member  shall 
speak  more  than  three  minutes. 

81.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made 
for  the  previous  question  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  ex- 
cepting on  appeal ;  and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak 
more  than  once  without  leave  of  the  House.

82.  The  adoption  of  the  previous  question  shall  put  an  end 
to  all  debate,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  84,  and  bring  the 
House  to  a  direct  vote  upon  pending  amendments,  if  any,  in 
their  regular  order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 

Motion  to  Close  Debate  at  a  Specified  Time.

84.  When  debate  is  closed  by  ordering  the  previous  question, 
or  by  a  vote  to  close  debate  at  a  specified  time,  the  member  in 
charge  of  the  measure  under  consideration  shall  be  allowed  to 
speak  ten  minutes,  and  may  grant  to  any  other  member  any 
portion  of  his  time.  When  the  measure  under  consideration 
has  been  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance,  under  House 
Rule  42,  the  member  originally  reporting  it  shall  be  considered 
in  chaise,  except  where  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Finance 
is  substantially  different  from  that  referred  to  them.;  in  which 
case  the  member  originall}'  reporting  the  measure,  and  the  mem- 
ber of  the  Finance  committee  reporting  thereon,  shall  each  be 
allowed  to  speak  five  minutes,  the  latter  to  have  the  close.

Motion  to  Postpone  to  a  Time  Certain, 

85.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  postpone  to  a  time  certain, 
and  different  times  are  proposed,  the  question  shall  first  be 
taken  on  the  most  remote  time ;  and  the  time  shall  be  deter- 
mined before  the  question  is  put  on  postponement,  which  may 
then  be  rejected  if  the  House  see  fit. 

Motion  to  Commit. 

86.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  commit,  and  difTerent  com- 
mittees are  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  taken  in  the  follow- 
ing order :  — 

a  standing  committee  of  the  House, 

a  select  committee  of  the  House, 

a  joint  standing  committee, 

a  joint  select  committee  ; 
and  a  subject  may  be  recommitted  to  the  same  committee  or  to 
another  committee  at  the  pleasure  of  the  House. 

Motions  to  Amend. 

87.  A  motion  to  amend  an  amendment  may  be  received ; 
but  no  amendment  in  the  third  degree  shall  be  allowed. 
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88.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  different  from 
that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of 
amendment. 

89.  A  question  containing  two  or  more  propositions  capable 
of  division  shall  be  divided  whenever  desired  by  any  member. 
When  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  is  thus  divided,  the 
failure  of  the  motion  to  strike  out  shall  not  preclude  amend- 
ment ;  or,  if  the  motion  to  strike  out  prevails,  the  matter  pro- 
posed to  be  inserted  shall  be  open  to  amendment  before  the 
question  is  taken  on  inserting  it. 

90.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall 
be  put  first. 

Equivalent  for  Motion  to  Postpone  Indefinitely. 

91.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill 
shall  be  equivalent  to  a  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely. 

A?PEAL. 

92.  No  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Speaker  shall  be 
entertained  unless  it  is  seconded ;  and  no  other  business  shall 
be  in  order  until  the  question  on  the  appeal  has  been  dis- 
posed of. 

[See  Rule  8L] 

Resolves. 

93.  Such  of  these  Rules  and  Orders  as  are  applicable  to 
bills,  whether  of  the  House  or  of  the  Senate,  shall  apply  like* 
wise  to  such  resolves  as  require  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate 
and  approval  by  the  Governor,  in  order  to  become  laws  and 
have  force  as  such;  except,  in  Rule  52,  the  word  ^'bill"  shall 
be  equivalent  to  the  word  ^^  resolve  "  in  the  same  place. 

Elections  bt  Ballot. 

94.  A  time  shall  be  assigned  for  elections  by  ballot  at  least 
one  day  previous  thereto. 

Secret  Session. 

95.  All  proceedings  in  secret  session,  and  matters  relating 
thereto,  shall  be  kept  secret  until  the  House  removes  the  in- 
junction of  secrecy. 
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Seats. 


96.  (1.)  The  desk  on  the  right  of  the  Speaker  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  clerk  and  such  persons  as  he  may 
employ  to  assist  him,  and  that  on  the  left  to  the  use  of  the 
chairmen  of  the  committees  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  and 
on  Engrossed  Bills. 

(2.)  The  senior  member  of  the  House,  and  the  oldest  mem- 
ber of  the  House  who  is  not  the  senior  member,  shall  be  allowed 
to  select  their  seats,  irom  those  not  otherwise  assigned,  before 
the  drawing  of  seats  by  the  members. 

[Amended  Jan.  7, 1878.] 

(3.)  The  seat  numbered  11,  in  the  first  division,  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the 
Judiciary-,  and  that  numbered  4,  in  the  sixth  division,  to  the 
use  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Finance. 

[Amended  Jan.  7,  1878.] 

(4.)  The  following  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  use  of  the 
monitors :  — 

Those  numbered  30  and    34,  in  the  first  division ; 

100  and  104,  in  the  second  division ; 
96  and    99,  in  the  third  division  ; 
92  and    95,  in  the  fourth  division ; 
87  and    91,  in  the  fifth  division  ;  and 
15  and    19,  in  the  sixth  division. 

(5.)  The  first  business  in  order,  after  the  appointment  of 
standing  committees  and  monitors  is  announced  by  the  Speaker, 
shall  be  the  drawing  of  the  other  seats  upon  the  floor  of  the 
House. 

(6.)  The  clerk  shall  call  the  roll  of  the  members  in  alpha- 
betical order,  omitting  the  names  of  the  Speaker,  the  senior 
member,  the  oldest  member,  the  chairmen  of  committees 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  the  monitors ;  and  the  drawing 
shall  be  had  in  presence  of  the  House,  under  the  supervision  of 
a  committee  of  three  selected  from  the  members  mentioned  in 
this  paragraph. 

(7.)  The  seat  assigned  to  any  member,  or  drawn  by  him, 
shall  be  his  seat  for  the  year,  unless  an  exchange  is  made  and 
notice  thereof  given  to  the  sergeant- at-arms  within  five  days 
from  the  day  of  drawing. 
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Privilege  op  the  Floor. 

97.  (1.)     Everj'  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  intro- 
^     ducing  upon  the  floor  of  the  House,  to  occupy  (for  that  day) 

any  seat  then  vacant  not  belonging  to  a  member,  or  belonging 
to  a  member  who  is  absent,  not  more  than  one  person  at  the 
same  time,  such  person  not  having  any  private  interest  in  any 
measure  before  the  Legislature  distinct  from  the  public  interest : 
provided,  that  in  any  case,  when  by  the  exercise  of  this  privi- 
lege on  the  part  of  some  of  the  members  the  vacant  seats  have 
been  filled,  and  the  Speaker  so  announces,  the  further  exercise 
of  the  privilege  shall  be  suspended  for  that  daj',  or  until  one  or 
more  of  the  seats  thus  filled  are  vacated. 

(2.)  The  Speaker  may  also  invite  visitors,  not  inhabitants 
of  this  Commonwealth,  without  limit  of  number,  to  seats  (not 
numbered)  upon  the  floor  of  the  House. 

(3.)  Contestants  for  seats  in  the  House,  whose  papers  are 
in  the  hands  of  the  committee  on  Elections,  may  be  admitted, 
while  their  cases  are  pending,  to  seats  to  be  assigned  by  the 
Speaker. 

(4.)  Senators,  and  the  principal  officers^  in  the  executive 
and  judicial  departments  of  the  Civil  Government  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  Chaplains  of  both  Houses,  and  the  Clerk  of 
the  Senate,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  whenever  thej'  may 
have  occasion  to  visit  the  House,  and  may  occupy  any  of  the 
seats  not  numbered  which  they  may  find  vacant,  or  any  seats 
which  may  be  assigned  by  the  Speaker  for  their  use  for  the 
time  being. 

Representatives'  Chamber. 

98.  Use   of   the  RepresentaCives'   Chamber  shall    not  be 

granted,   except    by  a  vote  of   four-flfbhs    of    the   members 

present. 

Paeliamentart  Practice. 

99.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  shall  govern  the 
House  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  these  Rules  and  Orders  or  the 
Joint  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  two  branches. 

Suspension,  Amendment,  and  Repeal. 

100.  Nothing  in  these  Rules  and  Orders  shall  be  dispensed

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with,  altered,  or  repealed,  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  consent  thereto;  but  this  rule,  and  Rules  89,* 48,  and 
98,  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  the 
members  present.

List  of  joint  standing  committees —No  member  of  either 
branch  to  act  as  counsel  before  any  committee. 

RcTLB  2.  Joint  committees,  how  they  may  report.  Reports  on  subjects 
referred  to  them  from  standing  committees  of  either  branch,  to  be  made  in 
the  House  where  such  reference  is  made. 

RcjLB  3.  Reports  of  joint  committees  may  be  recommitted  by  either 
branch,  except,  etc.  — All  reports,  after  recommitment,  to  be  made  to  the 
branch  which  ordered  the  same. 

RuuE  4.    How  bills  and  resolves  shall  be  written. 

RuLB  0.  "Leave  to  withdraw'*  or  '' inexi)edient  to  legislate"  to  be 
reported  on  applications  for  legislation  which  can  be  secured  under  exists 
ing  laws;  or  a  general  law  to  be  reiK>rted  on  a  special  application,  when 
not  incompatible  with  public  interest.

Rule  23.  Convention  for  election  of  Senator  under  Act  of  Congress; 
rule  governing,  etc. 


Committees. 

Rule  1.  The  following  joint  standing  committees  shall  be 
appointed  at  the  commencement  of  the  January  session: 
viz., — 

a  committee  on  Agricalture  ; 

a  committee  on  Banks  and  Banking  ; 

a  committee  on  Claims ; 

a  committee  on  Education ; 

a  committee  on  Expenditures ; 

a  committee  on  Federal  Relations ; 

a  committee  on  the  Fisheries ; 

a  committee  on  Harbors  and  Public  Lands ; 

a  committee  on  Insurance ; 

a  committee  on  Labor ; 

a  committee  on  the  Library ; 

a  committee  on  Manufactures ; 

a  committee  on  Mercantile  Affairs ; 

a  committee  on  Military  Affairs  ; 

a  committee  on  Parishes  and  Religious  Societies ; 

a  committee  on  Printing ; 

a  committee  on  Prisons ; 

a  committee  on  Public  Charitable  Institutions ; 

a  committee  on  Railroads ; 

a  committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges ; 

a  committee  on  the  State  House ; 

a  committee  on  Street  Railways ; 

a  committee  on  Taxation  ; 

a  committee  on  Towns  ; 

a  committee  on  Public  Health. 
And  each  of  said   committees  shall  consist  of  three  on   the 
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part  of  the  Senate,  and  eight  on  the  part  of  the  House,  except 
the  committee  on  Railroads,  which  shall  consist  of  four  mem- 
bers on  the  part  of  the  Senate  and  eleven  on  the  part  of  the 
House ;  and  except  also  the  committee  on  Expenditures,  which 
shall  consist  of  the  committee  on  the  Treasury  of  the  Senate, 
and  the  committee  on  Finance  of  the  House.  No  member  of 
either  branch  shall  act  as  counsel  for  any  party  before  any 
committee  of  the  Legislature. 

Rule  2.  Joint  committees  may  report  by  bill,  resolve,  or 
otherwise,  to  either  branch,  at  their  discretion ;  except  that 
when  a  report  is  made  from  any  committee  to  either  branch, 
and  the  subject-matter  thereof  is  subsequently  referred  therein 
to  a  joint  committee,  such  committee  shall  report  its  action  to 
the  branch  in  which  the  original  report  was  made.  [See  also 
next  rule.] 

Rule  3.  Reports  of  Joint  committees  may  be  recommitted 
to  the  same  committees  at  the  pleasure  of  the  branch  first 
acting  thereon,  and  bills  or  resolves  may  be  recommitted  in 
either  branch.  A  concurrent  vote  shall,  however,  be  necessary 
for  the  recommitment  of  such  reports,  bills,  or  resolves,  with 
instructions.  After  recommitment,  report  shall,  in  all  cases, 
be  made  to  the  branch  originating  the  recommitment. 

Rule  4.  Bills  and  resolves  reported  by  Joint  committees 
shall  be  fairly  written  in  a  legible  hand,  without  material  era-* 
sure  or  interlineation,  on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of  paper,  with 
suitable  margins,  and  spaces  between  the  several  sections, 
dates  and  numbers  being  written  in  words  at  length. 

Rule  6.  Whenever,  upon  any  application  for  an  act  of  in- 
corporation or  other  special  legislation,  tlie  purpose  for  which 
such  legislation  is  sought  can  be  secured  without  detriment  to 
the  public  interests  by  a  general  law  or  under  existing  laws,  the 
committee  to  which  the  matter  is  referred  shall  report  such 
general  law,  or  "leave  to  withdraw,"  or  "inexpedient  to 
legislate." 

Notice  to  Parties  Intm'Bsted. 

Rule  6.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of  indi- 
viduals, or  or  private  or  municipal  corporations,  or  of  the 
Commonwealth,  otherwise  than  it  affects  generally  the  people 
of  the  whole  Commonwealth,  shall  be  reported  by  a  committee, 
unless  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  committee 
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that  notice  has  been  given,  b}'  public  advertisement  or  other- 
wise, to  all  parties  interested,  without  expense  to  the  Common- 
wealth ;  or  unless  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  committee  is 
produced  that  the  parties  interested  have  in  writing  waived 
notice. 


Printing  and  Distribution  of  Documents. 

RcLE  7.  The  committee  on  Printing  may  make  regulations 
for  the  distribution  of  all  documents  printed  or  assigned  for  the 
use  of  the  Legislature  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  such  regula- 
tions to  be  reported  to  and  subject  to  the  order  of  the  two 
branches. 

Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill,  or  other  docu- 
ment, the  number  printed  shall  be  nine  hundred. 

Leave  to  report  in  print  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  printing  of  extended  reports  of  evidence. 

No  printing,  except  as  aforesaid,  and  no  binding  or  engrav- 
ing, shall  be  ordered,  except  upon  the  report  of  the  joint  com- 
mittee on  Printing,  accepted  by  the  Legislature. 

Bills,  reports,  and  other  documents,  printed  under  the  general 
order  of  either  branch,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows :  to  wit. 
Two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives (to  be  placed  on  his  file  under  the  direction  of  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  if  desired  by  the  member)  ;  three  copies  to 
each  clerk  in  either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  reporter 
in  regular  attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  assigned  in 
either  branch ;  twent}'  copies  to  the  Executive ;  twenty  copies 
to  the  Secretary's  Office  ;  six  copies  to  the  State  Library ;  and 
when  the  document  is  the  report  of  a  committee,  ten  copies 
shall  be  assigned  to  the  committee  making  the  report.  The 
Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  preserve  as  many  as  may  be  necessarj* 
for  the  permanent  files  to  be  placed  in  the  lobbies,  and  dis- 
tribute the  remainder  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  said  joint  committee. 


Limit  of  Time  Allowed  for  Reports  of  Committees. 

Rule  8.  Joint  committees  shall  make  final  report  upon  all 
matters  previously  referred  to  them,  on  or  before  the  first 
Wednesday  in  March,  unless  further  time  is  granted  for  cause. 
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Introduction  of  Business. 

Rule  9.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  directly  the  legal  rights 
of  individuals  or  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects  gen- 
eralW  the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  whole  Commonwealth, 
or  of  the  cities  or  towns  to  ^jfH^  it  specifically  applies,  shall 
be  proposed  or  introduced,  by  amendment  or  otherwise,  except 
by  report  of  a  committee,  upon  petition  duly  presented  and  re- 
ferred. Objection  to  the  violation  of  this  rule  may  be  taken  at 
any  stage  prior  to  that  of  the  third  reading. 


Limit  of  Time  aUowed  for  New  Business, 

Rule  10.  Petitions,  memorials,  applications,  and  all  other 
subjects  of  legislation  proposed  or  introduced  after  the  first 
Wednesday  of  February,  shall  be  referred  to  the  next  General 
Court.  This  rule  shall  not  be  rescinded,  amended,  or  sus- 
pended, except  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  mem- 
bers of  each  branch  present  and  voting  thereon. 


Committees  of  Conference. 

Rule  11.  Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  three 
members  on  the  part  of  each  branch,  representing  its  vote; 
and  their  report,  if  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  each  committee, 
shall  be  made  to  the  branch  asking  the  conference,  and  may  be 
either  accepted  or  rejected,  but  no  other  action  shall  be  had, 
except  through  a  new  committee  of  Conference » 


Duties  of  the  Clerks. 

Rule  12.  If  any  part  of  the  report  of  a  committee  over  the 
signature  of  the  chairman  or  members  of  the  committee  is 
amended  in  either  branch,  the  Clerk  of  that  branch  shall  indorse 
upon  the  report  such  amendment. 

Rule  13.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the 
two  branches,  may  be  under  the  signature  of  the  respective 
Clerks,  except  bills  and  resolves  in  their  last  stage.  Messages 
may  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  each  branch  may  direct. 

Rule  14.  After  bills  have  passed  both  branches  to  be  en- 
grossed, they  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the  Clerks  of  the  two 
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branches,  who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
CommoDwealth,  to  be  engrossed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law ;  and,  when  engrossed,  the  said  Clerks  shall  forthwith  de- 
liver the  same  to  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives on  Engrossed  Bills ;  and,  when  the  same  have  passed  to 
be  enacted  in  that  House,  they  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  delivered 
to  the  committee  of  the  Senate  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

Rule  15.  If  any  petition,  memorial,  bill,  resolve,  or  order, 
presented  or  originating  in  one  branch,  is  adversely  acted  upon 
in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  under  the  signature 
of  the  Clerk,  to  the  branch  in  which  the  same  originated. 

Rule  16.  The  Clerk  of  the  branch  in  which  a  bill  originated 
shall  make  an  indorsement  thereon,  certifjing  in  which  branch 
the  same  originated,  which  indorsement  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals  by  the  Clerks  respectively. 

After  said  bills  have  passed  both  branches  to  be  enacted,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  lay  them  before  the  Governor  for  his 
approbation,  and  shall  enter  upon  the  journal  of  the  Senate  the 
day  on  which  the  same  were  laid  before  the  Governor. 

Rule  17.  All  resolves  and  other  papers  which  are  to  be 
presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  approbation,  shall  be  laid 
before  him  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  in  the  case  of 
bills. 


CanatUutioncU  Amendments. 

Rule  18.  All  resolves  proposing  amendments  of  the  Con- 
stitution shall  have  three  several  readings  in  each  branch,  and 
the  final  question  upon  agreeing  to  the  same  shall  be  taken  b}' 
yeas  and  nays. 

Joint  ConventUma, 

Rule  19.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  in  Con- 
ventions of  the  two  branches,  and  such  Conventions  shall  be 
holden  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber ;  the  Clerk  of  the  Sen- 
ate shall  be  Clerk  of  the  Convention,  and  a  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Convention  shall  be  entered  at  lai^e  on  the 
journals  of  both  branches. 

Rule  20.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  two 
branches  to  go  into  Convention,  such  agreement  shall  not  be 
altered  or  annulled,  except  by  concurrent  vote. 
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Rule  -21.  No  business  shall  be  entered  on,  in  Convention, 
other  than  that  which  may  be  agreed  on  before  the  Convention 
is  formed. 

Joint  Elections, 

Rule  22.  In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot,  a  time  shall  be 
assigned  therefor  at  least  one  da}'  previous  to  such  election. 


Elections  of  United  States  Senators. 

Rule  23.  The  joint  assembly  required  to  be  held  by  the 
statutes  of  the  United  States  relating  to  the  elections  for  Sena- 
tors in  Congress,  shall  be  deemed  a  Convention  of  the  two 
branches,  and  the  proceedings  therein  shall  b^  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  said  statutes.  The  President  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  receive  no  motion  on  any  day  until  one  vote  for 
Senator  has  been  taken.  After  one  vote  for  Senator  has  been 
taken,  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  except  a  motion  to  adjourn, 
for  a  recess,  or  to  proceed  to  vote  for  Senator;  and  these 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement 
and  shall  be  decided  without  debate.

When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  Convention 
shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order ;  and  no  member  shall  be 
allowed  to  vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  when  his  name  was 
called,  or  before  the  roll-call  was  finished.  The  call  for  the 
yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without  debate.
